PRODUCERS OF THE MATERIAL TO
ORGANIZE AGAINST OLEO,

Congress Will Be Asked to Act—Granges
and Alliances in the Movement—Whole-
salo FProaccutions Promised—More ?ﬂ-
portant Than Gold and Sliver.

, PRILADELPHIA, Jan. 9 —The Dairy-

men's Association has announced its inten-

tion to make the fight arainst oleomargarine

a nationnl one. Heretofore the creat

strength of the association has been in this

State and city, and here most of the moves

araingt illegal butter men have erianated,

Included in the movement will be most of

the State Granges and branches of the

Farmers’ Allinnce thronghout the Union.

Last vear the dairvmen expended over
£9,000 in their prosecutions, but it is esti-
mated that from this larger body from
$25.000 to £50,000 will be subseribed to keep
up the sinews of war. The strengih of the
newlv-oreanized hody is to be first used for
the purpose of secnrine natlonal legislation,
Senator Hisenck has charge of a bill giving
to the States the power to legislate against
the sale of oleo in original packages. The
verbiaze of the measure is identical with
the Wilson liquer hill passed by the last
Congress, except that the word “oleomar-
garine’” is snbstituted for the words “intox-
ieating liquors,”” This bill was framed by
the leral advisers of the dairymen, and by
them it will be pnshed.

As the first step in the battle, petitions
have been sent, within a few davs, all over
the eountry, throngh the agencies of the
newly organmized aseociation. These are
now poaring into the offioe of Attorney Lu-
fher 8. Kauffman, filled with signers. So
ast are they coming in that the services of
a number of clerks is necessary to handle
them. They are heing arranged in Congres-
sionsl districts for presentation. Early next
week Attorney Kauffman and President C.
F. Darlington will go to Washineton and
endeavor to secure votes for the bill. The
petitions will be presented ns soon as they
ean be arranged. Tt is estimated that there
will be over 50,000 sizners, representing
:hr;m every Congréssional distriet in the

One Havbapd Got Two Quintets.

Mrs. Ellsworth Miller's grandmother’s
sister was the most representative of her
race now distinctly remembered. When that
gooa lady married along in the forties she
made glad the heart of her husband witha
quintet of boys and girls, three of whom
Tived to rear families of their own. A vear
after this splendid achievement the lady
gave birth to tive more,but both the mother
und the five ehildren dind immedistely.
Her husband consoled himself a year or s0
after her death by marrving her sister, who
presented him  with three sets of twins in
rapid snceession.

Mre. Ellsworth Miller's mother pre-

ted her hnsband with twins, besides
numerons other children who eame in
single file, after the commopnplace inshion.
When Mrs, Miller that was to be waf a
roung wirl living not far from New York
city, she went with a friend to a Gypsy
fortune teller, o the family tells the story.
This was nine vears ago last summer. “Yon
will marry within a shori time," =aid the
Gypsy. “You will meet your future hus-
baod to-day. You will have three sets of
twing and three sels of triplets, beside
other children. Your progeny will be as
nomerous as the sands of the sen.”

A Frophecy Speedity Fulfilled.

The future Mra. Ellsworth Miller
laughed merrily at this. She put no faith
in it.  Acd when young Eilsworth Miller
offered to earry her bundles from the
train that evening she had noidea that
that that part of the old woman's propheey
was fulfilling. Something over a vear from
that time she was married to the tall, good
looking voung mechanic. She was then 22
vears old, it being the fall of 1853, and was
o comely woman of medium height and
slight build.

was born—a pretty, dark-haired daughter
whom she named Viola. Her husband was
glad to see Viala, but wished it had been a
boy.

It is clarmed now that the undue Laste of
the entrvmen to get away from the mine
caused the death of maoy miners. en=~
trymen fire their own shots.

The mine company and the owners will
hold an investigation into the eause of the
nccident, Missouri, Kansas, Pennsylvania,
Ohio and other great mining States have
State inspectors of mines, but there is no
such officer appointed by the Government
in the Indian Territory.

Heads, arms,
legs, hands and feet were in many instances
torn from the tzunks. ,The pit clothes were
either partially or entirely burned away.
The dead were taken to a ;hckmlth shop
near the main shaft, where A morgue had
been improvised, and the living wers taken
to their homes. The crowd vacillated be-
tween the shaft and the blacksmith shop all
day.

A more horrible sight met the rescuing
parties a= the bottom of the shaft was
reached. Here a head, therea hand or leg
protruded from the mass of fallen rock.
A number of burned camps and dioner
buckets completed the desolation of the
soene,

The Mine a Complete Wreolk.

The force of the explosion literally tore
the rhine all to pieces It closed up the
galleries and tore down the barricades,
